On August 17, 19M, Tlbor Zoltai, Proftnor ud 
Chaim* of geological StadlM, Dtlvanltp of Mlnwta , 
MwHpolli, Blnnaaota, upon Tliflx a photograph of lain 
Ma Loni a Bah, itatad that ha could not identify tha 
photograph of Bah aa tbo individual that ba had aot la \ 
ippmlaatilj IMS at tha offloa of tha garxfta’ Natioaala 
Fraaaals (8MF) . Zoltai explained that to tha boat of hla 
tnaeladga. ha oat thla UdiTldual only on ona oeeaaloa, eons 
IS y a a r a ago, and that ha coaid not at thla tlna datoralna 
what bar this Individual aaa Idantlcal to tha Individual 
TOpr on aatad in tha Bah photograph. 



Zoltai explained that ha had recently raturaad 
iron a seven-week trip to Buropa and had aada eons lnquiriee 
regarding Bah front a mahar of frloads la Paris , franco, 

•boat ha had reason to ballava sight have none knowledge of 
tills tndlvldoal. Zoltai explained that these lnqclrlaa warn 
of a aagativa nature and produced no iaforaetioa of vnlno. 

Zoltai stated, h o wever, ho had raoaatly contacted 
Bngeae Tfinttry, hla uncle, who roe idea nt 812 St. Boone 
Arena* , Toronto 4, Ontario. Zoltai explained that T aw ar y had 
been a Major Qoaerai in the Hungarian Army during World War XI 
and boeauao of hla Amy rank, would llkoly have sane acquaintance 
with Bah. 




Zoltai atatad that tSa&y had ini oread hla that 
Bah aad othera had orgaalcod a Bnagarian latalllgsnoa 
i organlaation with French support, and that Bah had boon

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Zoltal stated that according to Toaory, Bah na a 
highly disciplined Any officer who azyactad other* vho 
beease aaaoclAtod with hie organisation to follow the 
dictate* of that organisation without question. Zoltal 
cited ae aa wuela, oat Individual who had volunteered to 
fccao— a after of this fagarlafl iatellifeace organisation , 
and vho wan unable to get a release frac hie eounitmest 
tram U to nerve in this organisation, oonaltted suicide. 

Zoltal stated that T&aory in charncterining Bah 
stated that other than for hin seal for discipline, he knew 
of me derogatory information concerning Bah. 

Xoltal reiterated that while he in reasonably 
certain that the person be net in 1948 la the office of 
the nr wen Bah* he could not categorically state that 
Bah was this individual. Zoltal van of the opinion that 
of all persona known to hin who sight h|vy| cone information 
regarding Bah, that his uncle, Eugene Ton ocry, one the best 
source of information. 
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
